Your  Excellency  Bishop  Reding,  Reverend  Fathers,  Reverend 
Sisters,  Faculty  of  Cardinal  Newman,  Parents,  Friends,  and  fellow 
graduates: 

This  graduation  ceremony  we  celebrate  here  tonight  marks  the 
end  of  one  preliminary  race  in  preparation  for  that  long  race  we  all 
must  run,  the  marathon  we  call  life.  This  preliminary  race  that  we 
have  just  finished  began  four  years  ago  when  we  first  entered 
Cardinal  Newman  High  School.  Since  that  first  day  we,  the 
graduates,  have  literally  been  off  and  running,  trying  to  keep  up 
with  the  pace  of  religious,  academic,  and  extracurricular  pursuits. 
While  most  of  the  graduates  have  finished  the  preliminary  race  of 
high  school  on  schedule,  some  have  finished  ahead  of  schedule, 
and  a  few  have  finished  behind  schedule.  But  no  matter  how  we 
have  timed,  tonight  this  particular  race  is  over  and  we  can  all  pause 
to  catch  our  breath,  members  of  the  same  track  team  who  have 
participated  in  the  same  track  meet. 

Everyone  present  has  in  some  way  helped  the  graduates  com- 
plete the  race  which  has  culminated  in  our  being  together  in  this 
Catherdal.  Parents,  relatives,  and  friends  have  encouraged  us  with 
their  confidence  and  with  their  support;  all  the  members  of  the 
Cardinal  Newman  faculty  -  our  teachers  in  particular  -  have 
assisted,  challenged,  and  often  inspired  us  to  continue  our  run 
despite  our  false  starts,  despite  the  various  hurdles,  despite  our 
tiredness  and  our  pain.  All  of  you  here  have  cheered  us  on  whether 
you  were  on  the  sidelines  or  in  the  stands,  at  school  or  at  home. 
And  even  though  we  did  the  running,  without  your  help  and  your 
cheering  perhaps  we  would  have  stumbled  and  fallen,  and  perhaps 
we  would  not  be  here  tonight. 

But  happily  we  are  all  here  sitting  together,  cheerers  and  run- 
ners. For  all  of  us  the  past  four  years  may  have  seemed  long  or 
even  interminable;  but  tonight  those  years  as  we  think  about  them 
seem  to  dissolve  into  a  kaleidoscopic  blur  of  strangely  arranged 
memories,  lasting  only  a  few  seconds  in  our  minds.  We,  the 
graduates,  take  with  us  many  memories  of  our  years  at  Cardinal 
Newman  High  School.  Some  of  us  remember  now  only  faces  and 
places;  some  recall  only  reasons  and  seasons;  and  some  only 
'civies'  and  activities.  Whatever  the  memory  -  whether  serious  or 
trivial  -  and  whatever  the  mood  each  memory  evokes  in  us  - 
whether  humorous  or  wistful  -  those  experiences  which  we 
recollect  were  all  a  part  of  the  experience  we  have  just  completed.     . 

But  now  we  must  focus  on  that  long  race,  the  marathon  which 
stretches  ahead  of  us.  The  marathon  tests  and  taxes  the  runner's 
endurance  against  the  exhausting  distance,  his  opponents,  and  his 
determination  to  reach  the  finish  line  in  record  time.  It  is  a  race 
that  requires  much  preparation  and  much  concentrated  effort.  It  is 
a  race  that  will  take  the  rest  of  our  lives  to  run.  But  it  is  a  race 
which   we   can   face   with   confidence,    for   with   the   spiritual, 


academic,  and  extracurricular  training  we  have  received  at  Car- 
dinal Newman  we  are  well  prepared  to  meet  its  challenge.  Some  of 
the  graduates  here  tonight  will  enter  the  marathon  immediately 
after  high  school;  others  will  run  in  one  more  preliminary  race  set 
by  either  a  university  or  a  community  college.  But  sooner  or  later 
we  will  all  enter  the  marathon. 

And  yet  we  cannot  even  be  sure  of  reaching  our  goals.  For  no 
matter  how  careful  our  planning  and  preparation  anything  can 
interfere  and  we  cannot  be  sure  that  at  the  designated  time  we  will 
be  there  to  participate,  much  less  to  win.  In  Ecclesiastes  we  read 
that  often  in  life  "...  the  race  is  not  to  the  swift,  nor  the  battle  to 
the  strong,  nor  bread  to  the  wise,  nor  riches  to  the  intelligent,  nor 
favour  to  the  men  of  skill;  but  time  and  chance  happen  to  them 
all."  And  as  we  begin  the  1980's  how  true  these  words  seem,  for 
dark  political  clouds  appear  to  be  accumulating  over  the  horizon 
of  our  world,  threatening  all  of  us  with  the  worst  storm  yet,  and 
filling  us,  young  runners,  with  the  fear  that  we  will  not  be  given  a 
chance  to  participate  in  our  marathon,  that  the  long  awaited  race 
will  be  postponed  or  cancelled  altogether.  But  no  matter  what  the 
forecast  and,  no  matter  what  our  fears,  we  must  prepare  ourselves 
to  run  the  race,  placing  our  hope  and  trust  in  God  that  the 
marathon  will  go  on. 

The  question  young  people  ask  the  most  often  is;  Why?  When 
we  were  younger  we  often  asked  our  parents  and  our  teachers; 
Why  do  we  run?  Perhaps  then  we  puzzled  over  the  question  and 
came  up  with  the  obvious  and  simple  answer:  to  win.  But  now  at 
the  end  of  our  high  school  days  and  almost  at  the  end  of  our 
adolescent  years  we  have  learned  a  different  answer.  We  do  not 
run  simply  for  the  honour  of  crossing  the  finish  line  first,  although 
winning  is  attractive  we  realize  that  all  glory  is  ephemeral,  that  one 
day  we  ourselves  will  be  beaten.  Nor  do  we  run  for  the  glitter  of  a 
trophy  or  medal,  for  although  these  prizes  seem  valuable  we  realize 
that  they  are  only  symbols,  and  in  themselves  worth  very  little.  The 
real  reason  for  running  is  to  compete  against  ourselves,  to  fulfill 
our  total  potential  as  human  beings,  to  increase  the  spiritual, 
intellectual,  and  physical  talents  God  has  given  each  of  us  at  birth. 
For  if  we  allow  our  talents  to  "rust  in  us  unused,"  if  we  do  not 
exert  ourselves  to  the  utmost,  then  we  would  not  have  truly  lived, 
then  we  would  have  wasted  our  lives.  For  we  are  all  runners,  we  are 
all  in  constant  motion,  and  at  the  end  of  our  marathon  we  must 
present  the  record  to  the  Time-keeper  and  Judge-Almighty  God. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  fellow  graduates  for  the  honour  of  delivering 
this  valedictory  address.  And  on  their  behalf  I  wish  to  thank 
Cardinal  Newman  for  teaching  us  the  real  purpose  of  our  running, 
for  helping  us  to  run  a  good  race  thus  far,  and  for  preparing  us  for 
the  long  course  ahead;  the  marathon.  Cardinal  Newman,  we  bid 
you  a  grateful  farewell.
